‘There are. at present two classes 
of people with biased views in our 
midst. The one lays undue stress 
‘on our national vitality "to the 
neglect of our people's strength, 
‘while the other pays too much atten:

expense of our national vitality. 

Those who lay undue stress on our: 
national vitality to the neglect of| 
our people's strength hold that the 
only ‘way by which we can maintain’ 
our national independence ties in in-| 
creasing our armaments. ‘They seem 
to overlook the fact that just a 
waters have their spring and trees 
have roots, so our national vitality 
also derives its force from a certain 
source.

‘carrying out these improvements we 
should pick out the most urgent for 
‘our first attention, on which all our 
‘efforis will be centred. ‘The reason 
why we strive to improve our péo- 
ple's conditions is because we want 
fo consolidate our national vitality. 
If we confine the consolidating of 
our people's. strength merely to 
efforts at cultural development or 
‘material enjoyment and consumption 
‘and pay litte attention to the ques- 
tion of national independence, then 
such enjoyment or consumption 
Will be at the expense of our nation

Sino-Japanese 
relations are such, it was con- 
tended, that, some issues should 
be avoided if possible, while it 
was feared that unlimited debate 
upon some phases of the Far 
Eastern situation might threaten 
the life of the conference. In 
the absence of representatives of 
the Soviet, owing to Canadian 
laws preventing the entrance of 
communists into the country, it 
is unlikely that Russia's position 
in the Far East will be dis- 
cussed. ‘There still remain a 
plethora of subjects, however, 
which might be dealt’ with, such 
as naval preparedness on the 
Pacific, tariffs and trade restric- 
tions, international commodity 
agreements, the independence of 
the Philippines and the United 
States Exclusion Act against 
orientals. But the major ques- 
tions concerning the present in 
the Far East, and more parti- 
cularly connected with the 
future will, unless the delegates 
force the pace, be excluded trom 
consideration. Such action, it 
would seem, is being taken with

It is an impressive fact in

the heat that is likely to be 
engendered, but because there is 
a danger that one or other party 
to the talk, dissatisfied with the 
results achieved, may withdraw 
from the conference. It is 
difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the leaders at such sessions 
as the one now proceeding are 
more anxious for the continuance 
of their labours along increas- 
ingly limited lines than for that 
type of investigation which 
stands the best chance of 
reaching the truth on any parti- 
cular point. ‘That is a fair 
criticism if only the narrower 
aspects of the question are re- 
garded, but it loses much of its 
force when the vast field of work 
still left open, to those attending 
the meeting is taken into con- 
sideration, In this present 
instance the attempt of the 
leaders to avoid excessively con- 
troversial subjects has much to 
commend it.

ROCK FOUND BY 
CHANCE 


Danger to Navigation in 
Hongkong Harbour 


Chance discovery of a submerged 
rock which constitutes a danger to 
ships of deep draught has just been 
made in Hongkong harbour. This 
unusual discovery, in a port which 
has been used by big ships for 
many years, was made by chance. 





‘The rock lies in the vicinity of 
Buoy C. 8, about 700 feet to the 
west of Kellet Island. On the 





harbour chart the spot is noted as 
rise, but since the 

covery divers have been at work. 
hey found that at low water of 
spring tides there is only sixteen 
feet of water over the rock, and 
‘that it is 60 cubic yards in extent.

’ YELLOW RIVER FLOOD 


Chihli-Shantung Border Towns Inundated: Course 
May Change Within Next Few Years 


According to a message received 
dy the Ching International Famine 
Rélief Commission on Aug. 36, con- 
‘iderable damage has been done on 
‘the Chihti and. Shantung border as 
a result of a break inthe Yellow 
River dyke at Erfenchuang.  Both| 
‘Tangming in Chihli and Tsaochowsu 
jin Shantung are flooded, the area 
Jnundated being estimated to be fifty 
miles Tong and twenty. miles wide. 
AAIl the erops in the area except for 
the tall Kiaoliang were destroyed. 

Reports received by the China In- 
temational Famine Reliet Commis- 
‘sion in Shanghai from its agents in 

eh China, "and enpecally from 
Bishop White at Kaifeng, indicate 
“thar the floods in the Yellow River 
‘region are gradually subsiding. 

in Honan province there are no 
large breaks in the dykes, but water 
ig seeping in at Stengtsin, Wuchih, 
Yuanwu, and" Wenhsien. "Even. in 
‘here districts the water is receding 
fand although it in not possible at 
resent to ascertain the amount of 
damage, it is believed that it will 
hot be extensive, Much damage has 
been caused at Kunghsien and. Sze- 
shui ‘from, torrents vunning down 
from the hills, and ‘not. from the 
Yellow River. 

"Anew element of difficulty has 
been discovered in this area where 

bandits at several places opened the 
Changywan dykes ‘resulting in the 
flooding of extensive areas in the 
Weinity. of ‘Changyuan, -Fengehiu, 
Huahlen,  Lanteng," Kaocheng, 
Tungming, Taohsien, Poshsien and 
ingen 

Ih Honan, reports to the Famine 
Rellet Commission state, the. most 

eriously flooded areas. ‘are Huah- 
fen, Lanfeng, and Kaocheng where 

é believed ‘relief will probably 
be required for the sufferers of the 
Jatent activities of “China's Sorrow. 

While the Yellow River shows, no 
ssigns of extending the floods it has 
‘caused in Honan, the present, inun- 
Gation is causing. serlous  distrens 
dnd some loss of life, although Chi- 
hese veports. that 80,000. persons 
Have Been drowned appear to he an 
absurd exaggeration. 

‘Many towns in North Honan are 
reported to have five feet of water 
in’ the stveets,. The magistrate at 
Kaocheng, near Lantang, "North 
Honan, ‘reports. thatthe flood has 

ved the city. governmient to move 
fte headquarters toa near-by town. 
Hie adds that the city gaol was com- 
pletely inundated, drowning 40. pric 
Zoners, but the others were removed 
‘to the city wall, from which several 
managed to effect thelr escape. 


Engineer's Report 
Peking, Avg. 17. 

AA foreign engineer, who has ji 
from the flood areas, 

viewed this evening, states that 

‘Yellow River floods in Honan 
the worst for a number of years,

Waters Not Spreading 


. Peking, Aug. 19. 

Chinese reports concerning the 
floods state that the situation 
Shantung is still serious, but the 
emenace is apparently not -appreci- 
ably spreading. ‘The lack of re- 
ports concerning Honan appear to| 
Indicate ‘that the situation there is 
improving. 

‘The flood waters are still 50 miles!

General Han Fu-chu, Governor of 
Shantung, has sent two military 
trains to Tsining to convey refngees 
from that area to Tsinan—Reuter. 
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Peking, Aug. 20, 
Although the Yellow River will 
probably not change its course this 
year as the result of the present

[that it may do so in the course of 
the next three or four years.

NOT THE BEST 


Ruthless Exploitation in 
Factories 
Fuow Ocn Owx Consssronvent 


Tokyo, Aug. 2. 
As the date for the London and 
Simla trade parleys draws nearer, 
frantic efforts are being made by a. 
‘certain coterie of the Japancse press 
to “defend” the ridiculously cheap 
Wages that operatives in various 
ies of manufacturing here are 
doled out and to contend that the 
fieree campaign of dumping abroad 
goods originally intended for the 
China market is justifiable. 

For instance, the preposterous 
assertion is made that’ the success 
lof certain lines of cheap Made-in- 
Japan goods has achieved is due to 
nothing else but the “superior. 
technique, more capable manage- 
‘ment and indefatigable i 
the workers.” Nothi 

nce, about the manner 
which “Japanese competition 























is 
subsidised in one form or another 
or with regard to the ruthless 


exploitation of labour, exploit- 
to-day to. such an extent 

that it has become the cheapest— 

id far from the best—industrial 
labour in the world. ‘To say that a 
large portion of the goods, if no 
the entire volume, * do 
ito foreign markets is the direct 
result of sweated labour is to say 
only the truth.

They, are supposed to be “appren- 
tices,” and get no wages, but Just 
a bore] of vee and a "shake-down"™ 
anywhere, ‘The great majority of 
these are in their teens, hardly 
above sixteen. 

Then, the factories of Japan, 
especially the knitting establish: 
meats, are chockful of young village 
girls who work long ‘hours for a 
mere pittance and are herded jn the 
factory premises as. though they 
Were prisoners, In fact, they are 
little better. ‘This. type’ of labour 
may be called “indentured labour,” 
and the girls are generally. the 
children of dependents of poverty 
Stricken villagers. Their pavents or 
Guardians are paid a. small lump 
sum, say fifty ov a hundred yen—in 
some ‘eases a little more—and the 
ils are under contract io serve 
For a theee-or five-year period. 

Legally, the girls can leave it 
they eare’ to; but in practice, they 
cannot, dare’ not, do. "80; for one 
thing, pressure, will immediately be 
brought to eat on thelr parents oF 
‘Guardians to disgorge the advances 
Thade them; for another thing, the 
girls. are’ mere 
Utterly ignorant. of 7, 
very obedient and excellent materia 

‘ruthless exploitation. On these 
girls the glittering fabric ‘of, the 
Japanese Spinning’ industry, “about 
which so. much. is. glamorously. 
written about, really depends. 


Of course, there are up-to-date 
factories where special care is taken 
to make them even better than some 
Western factories, with such things. 
as swimming baths and indoor 
gymnasium and so. forth. Theso 
are, however, intended for window- 
dressing purposes and it is facto 
such as these that the visitor is 
politely, bowingly, even obsequious- 
ly, escorted to sée and it in from 
these that certain scribes, like the 
correspondents of the Rothermere 
press, draw their deductions and 
feed their imaginations upon.

Europe, and was well known 
Jong before anyone even dreamt 
‘of such a place as America, and 
would have thought a man a fool 
if he had suggested the Ike 
hood of there being such a place. 
As a cultivated fruit tree the 
cherry is generally supposed to 
be of ‘Asiatic origin, whence 
according to. Pliny’ it w 
brought to Italy by Lucullus 
after he had defeated Mithra- 
idates, king of Pontus in 68 B.C. 
It is "hard luck on Sir Walter 
that he cannot be given the 
credit of the cherry despite the 
cinema propaganda that is being 
used on his behalf. But a man 
who brought the homely “spud” 
and the fragrant weed to Euro) 
will surely, not grudge the 
tribute which Pliny in his 
wisdom pays to Lucullus. Indeed 
What better, named man could 
have brought such a fruit out 
of tle east into the west? 
Consider who He was. He was a 
general of great renown, who 
earned his triumph on his 
return to Rome from his cam- 
jaigns but who did not get it, 
Because of the jealousy of 
powerful enemies, until 63 B.C. 
three years after it was due. 
Probably had he had the triumph 
immediately on his return from 
the wars some one or other 
among the many who walked in 
his procession would have 
carried a few slips, perhaps, of 
the cherry tree, but the chances 
are that having to wait three 
years, he had to plant out his 
euttings in one or other of his 
parks and gardens either out- 
‘side Rome or at Tusculum, near

So Raleigh is left 
with only his tobacco and the 
potato, In those two he made a 
ift to Europe the value of which 
it is now difficult to estimate, 
But like the man whose thunder 
has thus been unjustly given 
him, Raleigh was also something 
of an exquisite. His breeding 
had been, as he says himself, 
whon brought to trial on a 
charge of high treason, “wholly 
gentleman, wholly soldier.” He 
‘also applied himself to the arts 
and during the long years of his 
imprisonment engaged in chemi- 
cal experiments and liter:
